a. Austrian soldiers, who say 
they escaped from an intern- 
ment camp in France, have been 
rounded up by Civic Guards. 
They were discovered in a farm 
in North Louth. They are Horst 
Sodderbaum (24), son of a Viennese 
building contractor, Peter 
Waldorrfer (22), a medical student, 
also from Vienna. 

The men stated that when the 
Germans occupied Austria it was 
made clear to them that they would 
be conscripted. In the years that 
followed they drifted apart, but 
met once in Russia. Sodderbaum 
had been with the Tank Forces at 
Stalingrad. They met again in a 
group of 50,000 Germans rounded 
up by Americans, and were put in 
a camp in France, but they managed 
to escape. 

They got to here te an 
stowed away on what they thought 
. was a Swedish vessel, but to their 
amazement landed in Southampton. 
They feared that the British might 
hand them over to the Russians, and 
decided to try to get to Eire. They 
had some French money, which they 
exchanged for £12 with a sailor, and
